IT IS ALSO A TESTIMONY to the fact thainJe 
are at long last awakening to the realization that in 
dealing with Communists, we are dealing with mas^ 
ters of deceit.

shows American life at its worst ... in mis scVcalled* 
cultural exchange, the Russians are real pros/' 

ALL IN ALL, WE WOULD say that things are 
looking better than they werer Or, to put it in an- 
other way, Soviet overtures are looking as they are. 
We may expect that the customary explanations will 
be made or implied. Mr. Hoover is a doddering alarm- 
ist; Mr. Harriman and Mr, Lodge are grinding political 
axes; Mr. Todd is trying to sell "Around the World" 

to the Russian government. •
